WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
United States and Russia ap- 

ared near final agreement 

onday to start technical talks 
within three weeks on a suspen- 
sion of nuclear tests. 

President Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower was expected to announce 
the agreement soon and propose 
a date for opening the talks, 
qualified informants told United 
Press International. 


Apparentiy all that remained 
in the way of the discussions 
was a final check with U.S. 
allies, which is being made and 
agreement on the time, place 
and participants in the taiks. 
No allied objections were fore- 
seen, 


U.S. officials said they saw no 
obstacles in the way of agree- 
ment on these details. They 
predicted the talks would get 
under way within the three- 
week period proposed by the 
President. 

Russia’s agreement to the U.S. 
proposal was contained in a 
note from Soviet Premier Nikt- 
ta Khrushchev delivered to the 
U.S. State Department Saturday 
and published Sunday in Mos- 
cow. 


U.S. officials said they saw 
no major qualifications in Mos- 


cow’s acceptance. They did 
not think Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle’s coming to power in 


France would interfere with 
start of the talks. 


Bisenhower and Dulles were 
slated to confer at the White 
House Monday at 230 p.m. A 
White House aide said earlier 
they would use the occasion to 
draft the US. reply. 


Agreement on technical talks 
would not mean an agreement 
to helt nuclear tests.

East-West technicians agreed on 
mutually satisfactory methods 
for policing any test ban, the 
major question on agreeing to 
the actual cessation of nuclear 
tests would still confront the.

Eisenhower suggested Geneva, 
Khtrushchey said that Geneva 
would be “suitable” but he 
“preferred” to hold them in 
Moscow.

Spot as U.N. 
Council Airs 
Tunisia Case 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The U.N. Security Council met 
at 11:30 a.m. (1220 am. JST— 
Tuesday) Monday to consider 
the French-Tunisian dispute, 

The Council quickly adopted 
the agenda without any objec 
tion, and China's T. F. Tsiang, 
president of the Council for 
June, invited Tunisian Ambas- 
sador Mongi Slim to take his 
place at the table. 

France's Guillaume Georges- 
Picot noted that in approving 
the agenda his country did not 
approve the wording “armed 
aggression” in the Tunisian 
complaint. 

The United States faced a 
hard choice. If it backed 
Tunisia, it would offend the 
new French Government of 
Gen, Charles de Gaulle, a NATO 
ally. If h backed France, it 
would offend Tunisian President 
Habib Bourguiba's pro-Western 
regime. If it abstained, it 
would please neither side. 

Both complaints concerned a 
battle between Tunisian and 
French troops May 24 and 25 
around Remada, southern 
Tunisia, and a French air raid 
on that region May 25 from 
neighboring Algeria. 

Tunisia charged “acts of ag- 
gression committed against it by 
French forces stationed in its 
territory and in Algeria.” 

France accused Tunisia of 
violating a February standstill 
agreement regarding the 20,000 
French troops remaining in 
Tunisia, a former French pro- 
tectorate. 

France also asked for resump- 
tion of debate on her compleint 
last February charging Tunisian 
aid to Algerian Mosiem rebels. 
It was put in to counter a Tuni- 
sian complaint against a Feb. 5 
French air raid on a Tunisian 
village. 

Neither government submitted: 
a resolution in advance of the 
Council meeting, and there was 
some speculation that the debate 
might end without a vote.

From the streets of Algiers to 
the back offices of Government 
House, people were talking and 
acting alrnost as though they 
had been double crossed. 

After 20 days of pressure ap- 
plied mainly through mass 
street demonstrations of near- 
hysterical proportions through- 
out the country, the insurgents 
reached their deciared goal: a 


Paris Government headed by De 
Gaulle.

Cholera Toll in Thailand 
Climbs to 106 Deaths 


BANGKOK (AP)—The death 
toll in Thaliand’s cholera 
epidemic climbed to 106 over the 
weekend as Bangkok medical 
G@uthorities worked feverishly 
te curb the disease which in- 
fected 719 in the past 10 days. 

The heaith department said 
there was a slight decline in the 
number of cases reported but 
that 15 per cent of those infect- 
ed have died. 

Bangkok has not had cholera 
1950 until the 
outbreak reported In the suburb 
of Dhonburi May 23. Thai off 
clals believe the disease was 
carried from Calcutta where the 
recent epidemic claimed many 
lives. 

There were no reports of In- 
fection among the large foreign 
community here so far.

An indication of De Gaulle’s 
approach to his task came 
from a veteran observer of 
Cabinet sessions after the gen- 
eral’s meeting with his minis- 
ters. 

“The difference with him,” 
said the informant, “is 
he knows what he wants and 
practically just asks for the 
ministers’ approval.” 

A breakdown of Sunday 
night’s National Assembly vote 
showed the core of Gen. Charlies 
de Gaulle’s support came from 
the center parties. He won in- 
vestiture as Premier 229-224. 


The Communists and fellow 
travelers cast 147 votes against 
him. Forty-nine Socialists, 15 
Redical Socialists and a scat- 
tering of others joined the op 
position. ; 

The Socialists split almost 
down middle, with “42 voting 
for De Gaulle. Party leaders 
Guy Mollet, Jules Moch, Robert 
Lacoste, Paul Ramadier, Max 
LeJeune, PierreOlivier Lapie 
and Maurice Deixonne were for 
him. 

He had support from Inde 
pendent-Republicans (conser- 
vatives), Popular Republicans 
(MRP), Gaullists, Poujadists, 
and assortment of middle-road 
splinter groups. 

One of the conservatives— 
Jacques isorni, who was Mar- 
shal Henri Phillipe Petain’s de- 
fense lawyer — broke party 
ranks to vote against De Gaulle. 

So did three Popular Repub 
licans. 

Among the 18 Radical Social- 
ists who supported De Gaulle 
was ex-Premier Felix Gall 
lard. 

Other middile-roaders who sup- 
ported De Gaulle were ex-Pre- 
miers Rene Pieven and Edgar 
Faure.

Soviet Warns 
Canada on 


U.S. Planes 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Soviet Pre. 
mier Nikita Khrushchev warned 
Canada Sunday night that con 
tinued flights of U.S. Strategic 
Air Command bombers with 
nuclear bomb loads over Cana- 
dian territory “constitute a 
serious danger to Canada itself.” 

The Soviet Premier's warning 
was contained in an answer to 
Canadian Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker’s letter of May 9 
on the suspension of nuclear 
weapon tests. Khrushchev’'s 
message, sent to Diefenbaker 
last week, was released here 
Sunday night. 

Khrushchev said that “de- 
spite a number of reservations 
to which the Soviet Union 
cannot subscribe,” Canada's 
stand on the suspension of 
nuclear weapon tests “coin- 
cides in many ways with the 
aims pursued by the Soviet 
Union,” 

He pointed out, however, that 
“the flights of U.S. bombers 
cannot be justified by anything 
since there are definitely no 
actions by the Soviet Union 
which could be regarded by 
anyone as threatening the 
security of the U.S. or any other 
country.”

Fukuda was given a one-year 
sentence and fined ¥200,000.

~—Medically, sleep is a norma! 
physiologic process necessary 
for recovery from physical 
and emotional fatigue. 

—Sieep strengthens mental 
attitudes. 

—Attitudes toward sleep 
have a great influence over 
sleep requirements. 

-~—-When one or both parents 
are overconcerned about the 
need for fixed amounts of sleep, 
children may get a neurotic 
orientation.

In her final dilemma she may 
be joined by thousands of Japa- 
nese teen-agers when she asks

to after school.” 

Well, maybe the Army will 
make a gift of Elvis to his Japa- 
nese girl tans and assign him to 
Tokyo. 

The reaction here to the fare- 
well song to Elvis Presley has 
been somewhat bewildering. 
Some Japanese have privately 


expressed the opinion that “if 
the American Army is going to 
be made up of Presieys, per- 
haps we are betting on the 


wrong side.”

NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market nudged forward against 
heavy resistance last week to 
make another new high for 1965.

Lancashire’s 
Old Machines 
Said in Fault 


HONGKONG (UPI) — An 
American expert on cotton tex- 
tile industry thinks that Hong- 
kong should not be blamed for 
the depressed state of Lanca- 
shire cotton textile mills. 

Francis Gould Hickman, who 
is in Hongkong on a round-the- 
world tour studying the cur- 
rent situation in the interna- 


tional cotton industry, said 
textilers in Lancashire had 
only their own “old and in- 


effective machinery” to biame 
for the current recession, 


Hickman, editor and publish- 
er of the world circulated 
Cotton Trade Journal defended 
Hongkong textile millers by 
refuting British allegations that 
sweated labor was used in the 
Crown Colony’s mills. 


Hickman branded the allega- 
tions as “highly exaggerated 
to say the least.” 


Hickman arrived here over 
the weekend. He said he was 
happy to visit the Crown 
Colony “at the time of the 
controversy between Lanca- 
shire and the colony.” 

“I have been able to discuss 
the matter with many loca! 

le and I believe the attacks 
that have been made are high- 
ly exaggerated,” he declared. 
The American textile expert 
said that from people he had 
talked to including some not in 
the textile business, employes 
in textile mills were the hap 
piest workers in Hongkong. 
Hickman branded as ridicu- 
lous some statements by Brit- 
ish Labor Members of Parlia 
ment that workers in Hongkong 
mills were receiving very poor 
treatment. 

Many of the workers in Hong- 
kong’s milis have very attrac- 
tive quarters,” he said. “They 
are also given medical attention 
and free meals.” 

As for hours of work, Hick- 
man said he found that while 
most mills here worked three 
daily shifts of eight hours each 
some work from 10 to 11 hours. 


The latter, however, always had 
overtime for their workers. 

He said the colony's lower 
priced cotton textiles would 
not greatly affect the British 
market, adding that less than 
20 per cent of Britain's cotton 
textile imports came from 
Hongkong. 

Hickman left Hongkong for 
Saigon Monday to continue his 
world survey of the cotton in- 
_dustry.

With the next meeting of the Diet in view for June 10, 
there is incréasing interest in the probable composition of 


the new Cabinet. 


Aceording to Article 54 of the Constitution, the Diet 
must be convoked within 30 days of the date of the general 
election,. while Article 67 enacts that the Prime Minister 
shall be designated from among the members of the Diet 
by a resolution of that body, which designation is to 


precede all other business. 


The Prime Minister has the right of appointing the 
Ministers of State, and he may also remove Ministers as 


he chooses. 


it is, however, stipulated in the Constitution 


that a majority of the Ministers must be chosen from 


among the members of the Diet. 


There is a further stipula- 


tion that upon the first convocation of the Diet after a 


general election of members 


of the House of Representa- 


tives the Cabinet shall resign en masse. 

The consequent legal position is that the leader of the 
party that won the general election is pretty sure of elec- 
tion as the next Prime Minister and that he has a reason- 
able freedom of choice with regard to the members of his 


Cabinet. 


In the present case, there is no doubt about the con- 
tinuance In office of Prime Minister Kishi who will be free 
to choose the best men in his party—the Liberal-Democratic 


Party—-for membership of his next Cabinet, 


We say “the 


best men,” but obviously the Prime Minister has to con- 
sider the feelings and ambitions of the party men at his 


disposal, 


Unfortunately the Liberal-Democratic Party is made up 
of a number of thinly disguised factions; hence the acute 
difficulties that attend Cabinet making. Mr. Kishi will find 


his task far from easy owing to factional strife. 


Those 


groups that.are not favorable to Mr. Kishi are not strong 
enough, nor numerous enough, to deprive him of the Prime 
Ministership, but they can give him considerable trouble 
by making all sorts of demands upon him, more or less 


under threats of defection. 


The men who may perhaps be called Mr. Kishi’s direct 
supporters are, on the other hand, under fairly tight con- 
trol, and they are not likely to kick against any reasonable 


decision he may put forward.

India’s Strained Economy 


Five-Year Plan Causing Severe Stress but Must Be Carried Out 


NEW DELHI—Indian econo 
my has been under considerable 
pressure in recent months—a 
pressure which has manifested 
iteelf partly in rising prices 
but mainiy in declining reser- 
ves, This is because the second 
Five-Year Pilen Ww an exacting 
one and the present stresses 
and etrainge are the effecta of 
development and not of stag- 
nation, 

The second Five-Year Plan in- 
volves a huge developmental ex- 
penditure of Re, 4,800 crores. 
ione crore equals 10 million 
rupees) A plan of this magni- 
tude had proceeded on the as- 
sumption that there will be an 
increase in agricultural produc- 
tion, a steady rise in domestic 
savings and that a substantial 
volume of foreign aid would 
be available for financing its 
foreign exchange costs, More- 
over, it was also aSsumed that 
prices would be stable both iIn- 
ternally and externally. In fact, 
it appeared during the early 
months of the first year of the, 
second plan that these expecta- 
tlons would be more than juati- 
fied. Unfortunately, these fac- 
tors have not worked. 

Facing Difficulties 

The plan has now run into 
difficulties. The financing of 
the outlay of Rs. 4,800 crores 
had received much anxious con- 
sideration at the time of its 
launching. The assessment of 
financial resources as set out in 
the plan assumed that budget- 
ary resources that could be 
raised by the Central and State 
Governments through taxation, 
borfowing and other receipts 
amounted to Rs.2,400 crores. A 
further Ks.1,200 crores was 
thought to be raised through de- 
ficit financing. Adding to this 
Rs.800 crores by way of re- 
sources from abroad the total of 
resources for the implementa- 


tion of the program in the 
public sector worked out to 
Re4.400 crores, the gap of 


Rs.400 crores to be covered by 
additional measures to raise 
domestic resources. 


But all this has not worked 
out as the planners predicted. 
The cost of the plan has gone 
up considerably. Defense ex- 
penditure had to be raised due 
to increased military prepara- 
tions in Pakistan. Owlng to @ 
shortfall in food production, 
large quantities of food grains 
are being imported, thus spend- 
ing considerable chunks of for- 
eign exchange reserves, Apart 
from these, the other factors 
that added to the drain on In- 
dian foreign exchange reserves 
were that during the years 1955- 
1956 and 1956-1957, there had 
been higher imports of consum- 
er goods as compared with ear- 
lier years and also there has 
been an increase in prices and 
freight rates, mostiv because of 
the Suez crisis. 


Poreign Reserves Low 


Since the beginning of the 
fiscal year, 1956-57, there has 
been a persistent pressure on 
the country’s balance of pay- 
ments. India’s foreign ex- 
change reserves have gone be- 
low Rs. 200 crores and there- 
fore there is hardly any cushion 
left to permit a further signi- 
ficant draft on them. Accord- 
ingly in the field of foreign ex- 
change, a progressive tightening 
up of import policy has taken 
place since January 1957. In 
June last, it was decided that 
the licensing policy should 
hereafter be related to the fis- 
cal year, that is from April to 
March, rather than to the cal- 
endar year in order to secure 
belter coordination between the 
internal resources budget and 
the externa! resources budget. 

The Open General Licence 
(except for poultry, fish, vege- 
tables, etc. from Pakistan) has 
been discontinued and instead 
limited quotas in respect of 
essential commodities have 
been granted to importers on 
the basis of their actual im- 
ports between 1952-1956. The

The full effects of the 
stringent policy already adopt 


ed will be felt hereafter . but 
there. has already been a 
noticeable reduction in the 


drafts on the foreign assets of 
the Reserve Bank. The fact, 
nevertheless, remaings that the 
further requirements of for- 
eign exchange for the priority 
projects In the plan are large. 
The United States has recently 
agreed to make $225 million 
available as loans. An agree- 
ment with Japan for deferred 
credits amounting to ‘¥18,000 
million has been signed. Ger 
many has agreed In principle to 
the postponement of pay- 
ments due in respect of the 
Rourkela steel project. France 
hes signed an agreement to 
facilitate the financing up to a 
limit of 25.000 million francs 
of orders of capital goods that 
may hereafter be placed with 
that country. 


Taxes and Savings 


But with all this the need to 
conserve foreign exchange is 
very essential and very effort 
has to be made to promote ex- 
ports even at the cost of 
sacrificing domestic consump- 
tion. 


Another problem that is now 
facing the country is one of 
mobilizing internal resources 
adequate for the tasks of devel- 
opment. The fiseal policy has 
therefore to be directed to the 
maximum mobilization of re- 
sources for financing the plan. 
Considerable fresh taxation was 
undertaken in 1956-1957. Some 
novel taxes were introduced and 
an atternpt was made to bring 
about gradually a reorientation 
of the tax structure of the 
country, 

The budget for 1957-1958 en- 
hanced taxation further so as to 
vield about Rs.103 crores in a 
full vear; it also initiated cer- 
tain changes in the tax struc- 
ture so as to make it more capa- 
ble, over a period, of meeting 
the needs of development. These 
proposals have increased the tax 
burden on the people. The plan 
demands it and there is no way 
of escaping it. In order to pull 
a country out from the vicious 
circle of poverty, savings have 
to be mobilized. If voluntary 
savings do not come forth, com- 
pulsory savings in the form of 
increased taxation has to be 
adopted. 


In India at this juncture, taxa- 
tion policy has been shaped, 
firstly, to produce a sizable 
addition to public revenues. 
Secondly, to provide incentives 
for larger earnings and more 
savings, thirdly to restrict con- 
sumption and check domestic 
inflationary preasures and last- 
ly, to initiate such changes in 
the tax structure as would make 
tax yield progressively more 
responsive to increased incomes 
and facilitate an orderly devel- 
opment of the economy with 
due regard to social objectives. 


With these factors in view, 
the center has put in a con- 
siderable tax effort in the first 
two years of the plan. Direct 
as well as indirect taxes have 
increased. Taxation of many 
commodities like sugar and 
cloth which are in common con- 
sumption, a tax on railway 
fares; and more especially, the 
lowering of the income-tax 
limit, new taxes such as capital 
ga‘ns tax, a wealth tax, an ex- 
penditure tax and recently a 
gift tax have been imposed in 
order to make the tax struc- 
ture broad-based and flexible. 
Thus, an integrated tax system 
has been adopted in India. 

Deficit Financing 


But with all this upward 
revision in the taxation target, 
there is still a large gap. This 
is because the cost of the plan 
has gone up tremendously. 
Deficit financing in the first 
two years has been very heavy 
and in view of the inflationary 
conditions prevalent in the 
country, deficit financing has to 
be kept down to the minimum. 

The fact that foreign ex- 
change reserves have fallen to 
a low. level makes it very es- 
sential to limit deficit financing. 
in the light of recent trends in 
the economy, it was thought at 
first to reduce deficit financing 
to below the levels originally 
contemplated in the second 
Five-Year Plan, Le. to be kept 
within Rs. 900 crores. But now 
in jts memorandum on the ap- 
praisal and prospects of the 
second Five-Year Plan, present- 


ed to Parliament, the Planning 
Commission says: “At one 
time, the Intention was to limit 
the total to Rg. 900 crores over 
the five-year period. Now it 
looks fairly certain that the 
original figure of Rs, 1,200 cror- 
es of deficit financing will have 
to be restored. In fact, it will 
be dificult to adhere even to 
this figure unless measures are 
taken (a) to raise further re- 
sources and (b) to limit plan 
outlays, 


No Pruning 


The memorandum also ruies 
out the idea of bringing down 
the financial celling of the plan 
of Re. 4,800 crores in view of 
the rise in the coat of the plan. 

The Planning Commission is 
of the opinion that it would be 
desirable to ensure that the 
plan outlay turns out to be 
somewhat nearer the target of 
Rs.4,300 crores. This the com- 
mission says can be done only 
to the extent that further re- 
sources are raised. The Pilan- 
ning Commission has suggested 
that an effort be made to raise 
by additional taxation Rs.100 
crores,” by loans and small sav- 
ings Rs.60 crores and by econo- 
mies In expenditure and collec- 
tion of arrears of taxes and 
loans Rs.80 crores. 


By fixing the financial ceiling 
at Rs.4,800 crores, the National 
Development Council and the 
Planning Commission have 
ruled out the idea of pruning 
or drastically cutting down the 
plan. Looked at from the point 
of view of resources that have 
to be mobilized, the plan is 
undoubtedly causing severe 
strains, but from the point of 
view of the imperative needs of 
the country, this is the min- 
imum that can be attempted. 
Short of this will be stagnation 
and poverty.

The French Reds Wait

PARIS (UPI)—A short, port- 
ly Communist named Jacques 
Duclos may be rubbing his 
hands in delight today because 
the man he has denounced bit- 
terly and violently as a Fascist 
and dictator is on his way to 
become Premier of France. 


Duclos, the 61-year-old parlia- 
mentary head of the giant 
French Communist Party, is 
looking beyond the gaunt, 
brooding figure of Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle, 

In the green pastures he 
thinks he sees ig a specter 
which haunts the thoughts of 
thousands of Frenchmen but 
which delights Duclos afid the 
Communists: a popular front. 

For some day De Gaulle must 
leave. 

When that dav arrives, the 
Communists will be waiting. 

lt wasn't this week, and it 
won't be next week, but the 
possibility of Cemmunists in 
the French Government was a 
lot closer today than it has been 
in vears. 

The possibility of a Commu- 
nist coup d'etat in these violent 
days that have torn France 
apart was about as remote as to 
be nonexistent. The French 
army was too strong and the 
Communists knew it. 

Their methods are more 
subtie. They prefer to wait 
until the strong man leaves and 
then come to power under the 
cloak of legality with a Social- 
ist of some other non-Commu- 
nist as head of the Government. 

President Rene Coty was re- 
ported to have said last week 
that the only alternative to a 
call to De Gaulle was a popular 
front, The apparent reasoning 
was that the Fourth Republic, 
with its parliamentary antics 
that brought about a new Gov- 
ernment every six months, was 
dead and needed only to be em- 
balmed before the funeral com- 
menced. 

The alternatives were two: 
De Gaulle at the head of a gov- 
ernment of national unity, or 
the Communists, Socialists, and 
other leftwingers joined toge- 
ther. 

if the Communists want to 
bring this about, they have to 
be careful, and in France they 
are past masters at the delicate 
step when one is called for. 

So far the Socialists and radi- 
cals have bluntiy refused to 
have anything to do with 
Ducios’ demands that they work 
together so that “fascism will 
not pass.”

For the Socialist leadership, 
the problem is even more 
tricky. They are dedicated par- 
liamentarians who have seen 
and who know what happened 
in Prague in the Communist 
coup of 1948, 


But if circumstances should 
force them even further to the 
left, if De Gaulle moved to the 
right, a popular front might be 
just around the corner in the 
months after De Gaulle leaves. 

For the Communists, the wait- 
ing game is about the only hope. 
They have been singularly un- 
successful in calling any work 
stoppage the past 10 days de- 
spite the fact that one-quarter 
of the nation regularly votes 
Communist at every election 

It has been this way in re- 
cent years as workers have got- 
ten more and more prosperous 
and less willing to quit for a 
day to protest something poli- 
tical. 

But if the paratroops had 
landed, the situation might have 
been different. There have 
been rumors throughout Paris 
for days that Communist shock 
troops were laying in supplies 
of weapons to prepare for civil 
war against the militarists in 
Algeria. 

About 25 per cent of the 
workers in the crucial gas and 
electric industries are Commu- 
nist, and about 50 to 60 per cent 
are Communist iIn.the automo- 
bile factories and shipyards. 
They could badly cripple the 
country if they wanted to. 

Ironically, the Communists 
entered Government in postwar 
France under De Gaulle, and 
Duclos has been one of the gen- 
eral’s callers since he retired to 
Colombey-Les-Deux-Eglises. 

The Communists were kicked 
out of the Cabinet for good by 
radical Premier Paul Ramadier 
in May 1947, and have been out 
since. 

In t winter of that year, 
France, 48 today, was threaten- 
ed by civil war as the Commu- 
nists cailed giant general strikes 
to seek higher pay and also to 
gang against the Marshall 

an. 

But, as today, the Minister of 
Interior was Jules Moch. 

He organized the Republican 
Security Troops (CRS) and sent 
them to the mines, the biggest 
Communist centers, and told 
them to break the strike. They 
did—at gunpoint. 

It was the last serious threat 
from the Communists. Member- 
ship stayed high, but violénce 
Was almost nonexistent. 

Their future now largely de- 
pends on De Gaulle and his ef- 
forts to, at long last, give 
France a stable government. 
No one is hoping he fails more 
than the 148 Communist depu- 
ties who sit in the National As- 
sembly.

ILO Conference 


42nd Labor Meet 


Opening in Geneva

GENEVA (Kyodo-Reuter)—

tries will attend the 42nd ses- 
sion of the International Labor 
Conference, which opens here 
on June 4. The conference will

Two others, organization of 
occupational health services in 
places of employment and the 
conditions of work of fishermen, 
come before the conference for 
the first time. The question of 
hours of work will also be dis- 
cussed for the first time. 


The basic document for the 
conference's general debate will 
be the report by the director 
general of the International La- 
bor Organization, David Morse, 
in which he stresses the strug- 
gie of the underdeveloped coun- 
tries of Africa, Latin America 
and Asia to overcome poverty 
and its attendant evils. 


Social policy is therefore one 
of their main concerns, says the 
report, but their needs are wide- 
ly different from those of the 
industralized countries which 
were formerly mainly responsi- 
ble for determining the general 
direction of the activities of the 
International Labor Organiza- 
tion.

Lebanese Legation 


Refutes Columnist 


The Lebanese Legation in 
Tokyo yesterday issued the fol- 
lowing statement:

the underdeveloped countries, 
much of their legisiation on 
standards of working conditions 
is inspired by, or modelled on, 
the conventions of recommenda- 
tions of the International Labor 
Organization. 


“But their primary concern in 
this field is not with legislation 
so much as with creating the in- 
stitutions needed to give 4 prac- 
tical content and effect to legisia- 
tion,” it adds, 


Thus, it was necessary for the 
International Labor Organiza- 
tion to find means of assisting 
these countries to build up the 
necessary iInatitutions, and the 
expansion of technical assist- 
ance activities was in large part 
carved out in response to this 
need. 

Social Policy 

“In these countries, it is a 
question of creating the means 
to improve working conditions 
and not only to protect the 
workers, and the activities of 
the International Labor organi- 
zation had to be greatly increas- 
ed,” the report says. 


“More immediate attention 
had to be given to those aspects 
of social policy conducive to ex- 
panding production, such as 
training, the organization of 
employment, and increasing 
productivity. These needs have 
been reflected in the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization's 
work through development pro- 
grams in the field of manpower 
and productivity.” 


Discussing the various ap- 
proaches made by the organiza- 
tion in its work since World 
War II, and how these develop- 
ments have been related to so- 
cial realities, the report stresses 
that immediately after World 
War Il the first industrial com- 
mittees, composed of represen- 
tatives of the industries them- 
selves, were set up to deal with 
the problems of certain basic 
world industries: coal mining, 
inland transport, iron and steel, 
metal trades, textiles, building, 
civil engineering and public 
works, petroleum and chemical 
industries. . 


Positive Results 


Later, two other committees, 
the Advisory Committee on 
Salaried Employes and Profes- 
sional Workers and the Commit- 
tee on Work on Plantations, 
were set up on the same basis. 

These industrial committees 
have made it possible to widen 
the range of social issues 
brought under review and have 
paved the way for the consider- 
ation by the conference of prob- 


lems relating to particular 
groups of workers. 
Examining the positive re- 


sults obtained by this new work- 
ing method, the report notes 
that: 

1. The committees have 
widened the channel through 
which people in the industrial 
world tell the International 
Labor Organization what they 
want. 

2. There is no lack of proof 
of active interest in the work of 
the committees. 

4. The number of govern- 
ments reporting on action taken 
in the light of the committees 
decisions has increased consid- 
erably in recent years. 

4. The discussions of the 
committees have often provid- 
ed useful guidance to govern- 
ments as well as to employers 
organizations.
